Numerous ammunition and fuel depots under construction througnout Yagoslaria 
were scheduled to be completed by the close of 1949. 


Te village of Jabuka, formerly Apelsdorf, is in the Banat, about nine 

Kiloneters northvest of Pencevo. A chemical factory is lecated on the 

southern edge of the village, ond a large aomnition depot which was ee 
by the German occupation troops in 1943-44 ic located approximately 300 

meters north of this factory. This depot was greatly enlarged by the 

Yugoslav military euthorities, and mecernized and reenforced with iron 

and concrete at a level of 20 meters below the surface of the ground. 


‘The entrance has been hidden by moans of wooden barracks that have been 


huilt over it. 


The chemical factory has direct rail connections with the depot; since the 
rails which led to the factory have been extended to the depot. Barbed 
wire entanglements have been erected in order to prevent access to the area 
by unauthorized personnel» 


Soviet artillery end invantry ammnition is gtered in the depot. The 
artillery ammunition is for 12 oms, 12.2 cme; end 7.6 em. cannons. It 
4g estimated that the total anmimition stored would amount to abeut 340 
freight-cear Loads. 


In the Bay of Omisalj, in the northwestern region of Krk Island, great 
quantities of oi] and gesoline have beon stored, The dopot, which was 
constructed in 1948 out of natural caves, is situated about two kilometers 

north of the village. he oil was loaded in Rijeka and delivered by 

moterbeate to Krk Islend. The oil end gasoline has been transferred to .
